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Campaign Spending 


In 196 8. a total of $8.5 million was officially reported 
for all congressional campaign spending. The real fig­ 
ure. a special study committee reported, probably ex ­ 
ceeded $50 million. 
This is the basis of a most unusual recommendation 
made by the nine-man committee to its sponsor, the 
Twentieth Century Fund. It would abolish ex isting lim­ 
its on Congressional campaign spending as unrealis- 
tically low. And it would reject higher ceilings as im­ 
possible to enforce. Its figures of reported and actual 
spending in the last campaign would seem to confirm 
this thinking. 
More effectiv e than ceilings, the group declared, would 
be full public disclosure of all money giv en Senate and 
House campaigns and spent by candidates. This, the 
committee believ es, would insure “ honest and fair cam­ 
paigns and thus encourage more political contributions. 
Would they , howev er? If higher ceilings are impos­ 
sible to enforce, how could we be sure that candidates 
would make full public disclosure? That is the essence 
of disclosure. With spending unlimited, the temptation 
not to make full public disclosure would increase. 
Two former members of Congress head the panel. 
Former Representativ e Thomas B. Curtis of Missouri, 
the chairman, said the “ future of representativ e gov ern­ 
ment” hung on improv ing campaign spending practices. 
Former Representativ e Neil Staebler of Michigan, v ice 
chairman, charged that rising costs were producing 
literally “ a pricing out of competition.” 
The report enlarged on the idea. It stated: “ With 
the ex ception of ‘safe districts.* successful candidates 
for Congress must either be wealthy or hav e access to 
, large sums of money . 
Challengers without such re­ 
sources do run for Congress. Most lose.’* 
There ere v arious incentiv es to spur contributions, 
Including Income tax credits, a postage allowance for all 
legally qualified candidates and radio and telev ision dis­ 
count^ which may be useful. But the basic idea of lim­ 
iting spending 
by full public disclosure is a doubtful 
remedy * 
Honor America Day 


There Is barely time for communities interested in 
turning the Fourth of J uly into Honor America Day to 
get into the plan initiated by Bob Hope and Billy Graham, 
with the blessing of President Nix on. The idea is to bring 
at least 500,000 dedicated Americans to assemble on the 
Washington Memorial Grounds, while numerous others 
gather at local centers at home to carry out the theme 
of the day —honor America. 
The whole Independence Day affair in Washington 
will be staged by the Walt Disney Productions. It will 
begin with ringing of church bells in the capital city at 
11 a.m., run through the speaking program with comedian 
Bob Hope and ev angelist Billy Graham and perhaps the 
President; also, singer J ohnny Cash and essay ist Art 
Linkletter, and end with a massiv e fireworks display . 
To emphasize its patriotic, not political nature, honor­ 
ary chairmen of the Washington celebration will be Mrs. 
Mamie Eisenhower, widow of the President, and Harry 
S. Truman and Ly ndon B. J ohnson, the two liv ing former 
Presidents. 
The ov erall theme will be to unite the nation in tribute 
to the day that sy mbolizes the independence won nearly 
200 y ears ago. Ev en dissenters, who talk about liberty 
and freedom, cannot quarrel with this objectiv e. But if 
any try to muddy the affair, they will find a half million 
people determined to honor America with no saboteurs 
tolerated. 
Communities across the country can take their own 
cue from the Hope-Graham motif for local celebrations 
to tie in with Honor America Day . We can think of no 
observ ance more needed and more generally rewarding 
at this time.
